A MOTION authorizing the Executive to execute 
an interlocal agreement committing King 
County to participation in the Union Bay 
Milfoil Weed demonstration project. 

WHEREAS, the growth of the Eurasian Milfoil Weed within King 

County poses a significant threat to the region's fresh water 

resources, and 

WHEREAS, the State of Washington's Department of Ecology has 

offered a fllty percent matching grant under its lake restoration 

program to conduct a Milfoil Weed demonstration project in 

cooperation with King County, the City of Seattle, the University 

of Washington, and METRO, to identify the most effective means of 

controlling the growth of the Eurasian Milfoil Weed, and 

WHEREAS, the results of the demonstration project will 

provide an adequate data base on which to determine the most 

environmentally safe and cost effective method in which to 

control the growth of the Eur~sian Milfoil Weed within King 

County, and 

WHEREAS, the adverse effects of the use of herbicides on the 

ecosystem of the region's fresh water resources are undetermined; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT MOVED by the Council of King County: 

The County Executive is hereby authorized to execute the 

interlocal agreement (Attachment A) committing King County to 

participation in the Union Bay Eurasian Milfoil Weed 
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1 II demonstration project, PROVIDED THAT said agreement only allows 
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the use of herbicides in a laboratory tank environment.

King County (her.ein called "King County") acting under 

authority of , the city of Seattle (herein ----------------------------
called "the City"), acting under authority of ---------------------------
and the Municipality of Metropolitan Seattle (herein called "Metro"), 

acting under authority of Resolution ------, do each, pursu-

ant to Chapter 39.34 of the Revised Code of Washington, hereby 

agree as follows: 

1. Purpose of the Agreement: The purpose of this Agreement 

is to implement a special research project in Union Bay of Lake 

Washington to obtain information on alternative methods 

for controlling Eurasian milfoil weed growth in lakes and other 

waters in the Seattle-King County mefropolitan a~ea. The work 

and services to be performed for the special research project 

(herein called "the Project") shall be as described in the IIScope of 

\'7ork ll attached hereto as Appendix IIA". The information collected 

during the Project will provide a data base for future detailed en-

virolli~ental studies prior to implementation of any preferred control 

alternatives. 

2. Organization a~d Administration: The Project shall be 

joiritly funded and performed by Metro, the City, King County, the 

University of Washington and DOE as described herein. Metro shall 

be responsible for the overall administration and supervision of

the Pro'ject as describeJ in the Project Contract with DOE, utiliz-

ing a DOE lake restoration grant .::mc1 local [unc1s as set forth in 

pdraS:!::Clph t1 belm.J. Hetro ~;hall aclminister and supePlise the Pro-

j ect \-ii ththe assistance of a ,technical advisory commi,t tee (herein 

called "Tochnical committee") composed of one staff member from 

an cti)propriate department or division of DOE, the University of 

Washington, King County, the City and Metro appointed by the chief 

executive officer of each agency and two citizen members recomrnended 

by the ~'7ashington Environmental Council. Hith the concurrence of 

the 'I'echnical Committee, the Executive Director of He'tro shall 

ap:?oint an additional Hetro staff member(herein called IIProject 

Direct.or") ,to supervise the Project on a daily basis. The Project 

Di.rector's duties shall include: liaison between Project partici-, 

pants and concerned agencies and citizens; preparation and distri-

bution of snch interim and final reports on the Project as may be 

deemed necessary by participating agencies; coordination of Techni-

cal COl~~ittee input to the Project, 'and administration of work by 

p:civate contractors or consullan'ts. The ri'echnical Committee shall' 

Cl.3sist the Project Director in: coordinating Project implementation 

and nodifications; insuring participation by agencies with juris-

diction over the conduct of research activity in Union Bay and/or 

re lated publ-ic::: health and safety issues; securing and analy zing 

available technical information and reviewing for comment such 

interim 2,nd final reports and recommendations as may be developed 

during the Project. Metro will secure all permits and approvals 

required for the Project. 

3. Support Services: The Technical Committee shall arrange 

for such support personnel and services from the participating 

agencies as may be reasonably required for the Project nnd as 

described in Appendix A. Such support services shull be in addition 

to funding cOfll.mitments of the pllrticipating agencies set forth in 

the following paragraph. 
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4. Funding: The Project shall be funded with the assistance 

of a DOE grant and of local funds from the participating agencies 

in the following approximate amounts:

Payment by the City and King County shall be made to Metro according 

to suth schedule and in such amounts as may be determined by Metro 

to be necessary for implementation of the Project. It is the under-

standing of the' parties that DOE may retain up to fifteen (15%) 

percent of the grant amount until the Proj~ct has been completed. 

consistent with the Project Contract and approved by DOE. In the 

event DOE fails or refuses to pay said retained amount, the City 

and County will each pay Metro, upon the written request of its 

Executive Director, one-third of the amount so retained but not paid 

by DOE: provided, said payments are necessary to' reimburse Metro 

for costs actually incurred on the Project. DOE funds will be 

provided through the Project Contract between Metro and DOE; Univer-

sity of Washington in-kind services will be provided through a 

subconsultant agreement with Metro. 

5. Duration: This Agreement shall commence as of the effec-

tive date of the Project Contract and shall terminate when the 

Project is completed but no later than 600 days from the effective 

date. In the event that the Project Contract is terminated, this 

Agreement shall also be terminated as of the same termination date. 

Thi_s l\greement may be othen-vise terminated by mutual written agree-

ment of the parti~s hereto. Upon any such termination, all finished 
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or unfinished documents, d<.l.ta, studie~;, surveys, draT,vings
t 

maps, 

models, photographs, and reports or other materials prepared by 

~ny of the participating agencies under "this Agreenent shall, at 

the option of Metro, be forwarded to Metro for presentaticin to 

DOE, provided, however, that each party to this agreement shall 

be permitted to retain copies of its own work products and to 

use the;u for its own purposes \v:Lthou"t payment of any fE~e or charge 

of any kind to any of the participating parties. 

6. Compliance with SEPA: AS sponsoring agency for i::he 

Project, Hetro shall carry out such consideration of the environ-

mentc:.l, social, and econor:1.ic impacts of t.he Project as may be re-

guired by "the State Environmental Policy Act, Chapter 43.21 HCW, 

Hetro Hesolution No." 2582 and ~pplicable guidelines and regulations 

of DOE. 

7. l>articipa"tion by Other Agencies: In the event tha"t 

ot.her government agencies determine to participate in the Project, 

iIlcludin~ funding, the responsibilities "and Obligations of such 
" . 

agencies under the ~erms of this Agreement shall be set forth in a 

~uppleme~ntal agreement hereto, which supplomental agreement shall 

be approv(!c1 by the chief execu"ti ve of each of t.he participating 

aqencies except the County,which approval shall be by ordinance of 

the County Council. 

8. Project Reports: Metro's Project Director shall ensure 

that interim reports on the ~roject are prepared from time to time 

and distributed to the parties hereto and that a final report on 

the Project is prepared prior to the termination dute of the Project 

and distributed to the parties hereto. 

9. Ex~cution and Filing: This Agreement shall be executed 

in stich numbers that each participating agency Shall recoive a fully 

executed duplicate original. rl'h(~ last party executing this l\greement 

shall deliver one copy each to the Mayor of Seattle, the King County 
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ExeGut~ve und the Executive Director of Metro, dnd shall flle a 

copy Fi th the Secretary of the State of \-!ashing ton, Office of COIfl-

munity l,ffairs. 'rhe Bayor of Seattle Shilll file the City's executed 

CODY of this agreement with the City Clerk and the King County ~. , 

Executive shall file the County's executed copy of this Agreement 

\"j, th the King County Department of Records and Elections.
